The first shakeup of the polios de-

The reduction did not come about in 


the ordinary way. hut wns trade by 
Green handlns in Ills resignation as a 
•ergeant and being placed on the list as 
a patrolman. 


The cause of the action of the board Is 


said to be because Green and E.ime of 
his superior officers have been at log- 
gerheads for many months. 


The technical charge placed against 


the reduced officer is that he failed to 
report patrolmen and other police officers 
•when they were found derelict In their 
duty. 


The main reason, however, Is alleged 


to be that the friction in the dcpart- 
Jnent caused by the differences between 
Green and his superiors in office militated 
against the efficiency of the department. 


Powerful friends, political

declared. 


Diplomacy May Win.

May Avert Dont'Hot. 


PARIS, January 
8.—The Associated 
Press learns that in the opinion of the 
French Government there is a chance of 
averting a conflict between Russia and 
Japan as a result of concessions made 
by Russia in her latest note. The dis- 
patches, which have come ttf Paris from 
all quarters today, have bren most pessi- 
mistic and the hopefulness of the Gov- 
ernment is in strong contrast with them. 


It appears that Russia's concession re- 


j lates to the recognition of the prepond- 
erance of the Interests of Japan In Corea. 
This has been the crux <>f tho question 
between the two powers up to the pres- 
ent moment. Just how far the concession 
goes it Is impossible to learn, but the 
effect in Tokio, according to informa- 
tion obtained, has been more satisfactory

The new order of things has

about through the new law passed by 
the last Legislature providing a lYz per 
cent tax on each S100 worth of property 
for the support of polytechnic and hlch 
schools. Up to this time the State nas 
made no provision for any school higher 
than the grammar grade. What

such a tax will produce la a matter of 
conjecture, as Is also the amount each 
school will receive. It is represented by 
the total assessed valuation 
of

fctate, multiplied by 1% and divided by 
the number of high schools in the State 


Heretofore all the teaunera in 
the 


county in primary and grammar grades 
have been paid by the Couny Superin- 
tendent of Schools while the polytechnic 
and high school teachers of Alameda 
Berkeley and Oakland have been bald bv 
the cities In which they severally taught 
By the provision of the new law. how- 
ever, 
the 
robney raised by the new 
tax will be apportioned by the State 
Superintendent of Schools to the various 
polytechnic and high schools, but the dis- 
tribution of the money will be through 
the county -superintendents. -

SENATOR DIETRICH FOUND 


NOTfiDUJY. 


Judge Instructs the Jury to Bring 


in Verdict- Defendant Wins 


on a, Technicality. 


OMAHA. January 
8.—United 
States 


Senator Charles H. Dietrich and Jac.'fo 
Fisher, Postmaster at Hastings.'• Neb., 
were released from custody today, Jud;;<; 
Vandeventer. In the Circuit Court, in- 
structing tho Jury to brlner in a verdict 
of noi guilty on the charges of brlbciy, 
etc., and the District Attorney entered 
-a nolle In the indictments recently :e- 
tarned against them. 
Immediately after convening court tills 


morning 
Judge 
Vandeventer 
banded 


down a decision sustaining the demurrer 
Interposed' by counsel for Senator Diet- 
rich! -which had been 
made 
on 
tlio 
ground that Dietrich was not actually a 
member of the Senate when the alleged 
bribery took pl.ice. 
The effect of the 
decision Is that ft man is not an actual 
member of Congress after his election 
until he shall have taken the oath at 
<he bar 'of the House to which he Is 
elected, and that he is not amenable to 
the law as a member of Congress and an 
officer o( the United States Government. 
Judge Vandeventer. after 
delivering 
his opinion, instructed the jury to-bring 
In a verdict of not guilty and the DIs- 
i 
trlot Attorney immediately 
entered 
a 
nolle In the other cases against the 
Senator. 
A nolle wan then entered In 
each of the Indictments against Post- 
maiter Fisher and.both were given their 


'immediately after the. verdict was or- 
dered for the defendant. District Att.jr- 
•«y Bummer*.announced that he wished 
Ao enter a nolle in the case of Jai-ob. 
Fisher. Postmaster at Hastings, explain- 
ing hla motion by saying:

"Th,. court has given as careful and 
jexhau-ulve attention to the demurrer at 
time would permit and we have arrived 
at a conclusion in which we are both 
quite agreed. 
"Tin dcfenflant is charged with re 
celvins and agreeing to receive, while a 
memlsr of the United States benate or 
a part o£ the United States Congress, 
valua.'le consideralon from one Flshol 
for procuring' or aiding to procure lor 
him the appointment of postmaster at 
Hastings.

the bar of the House to which he has 
been elected. Judge Vandeventer said 
that the court wag unable to find a sin- 
gle instance, nor had counsel cited any 
instance, where, a member of Congress 
after his election and prior to his quali- 
fication before the administering of the 
oath by that body had enjoyed greater 
privileges than any other 
person 
by 
means of their, election, although they 
often enjoyed much greater influence. 
:The last paragraph, said the court, 
refeis to acts'whlch may be committed 
by member* of Congress after: their 
qua! ricatlon for the". acceptance of the 


c-Iarea. Tho court doss not make the 
aw or «ay what It should like to have 
t he. Congress makes the law and the 
courts construe it. Here Congress has 
said that members of that body who take , 
bribes shall bo punished, It might, per- 
haps, be competent for Congress to enact 
a law which would make it a penal o,- 
fense for any person to attempt to »e- 
cure for another an office under 
the 
United States government, but such a 
suggestion it not included in this State. 
Instead of saying every person, 
It is 
confined to members of Congress, officers 
and agents of the United States. 
. 
The District Attorney stated to the 
Court that the Government 
had not, 
within ills knowledge, ever placed a man 
on trial on what might be termed a 
technical violation of the law. He said 
that under the construction placed upon 
section 1781, Dietrich had enjoyed the 
lease but a short time after he became 
a United States Senator—that Is. after 
taking tho oath. He said that although 
he had received rentals from April 24 
to December 2, under the. Court's con- 
struction of the section, there had been 
no violation of the law 
The property 
was deoded to Senator Dietrich's daugh- 
ter shortly after December 12. 1902. 
"I wnuld not," said the District Attor- 


ney; 
"risk the jury to return a verd ot 
of guniy against a. man under any cir- 
cumstances unless I believed 
such e. 
verdict to be in the interest of Justice.;' 
The Court therefore, on motion of the 
District. Attorney, entered a nolle, which 
cleared the docket 
of cases 
against 
Dietrich and Fisher. 
Adjourned.

atres of Oakland In avoiding panics ane 
embody their conclusions in the form of 
a report'. 


On thi.s report a special ordinance re- 


lating to the construction of theatres 
particularly with a view of preventing 
disastrous flres will be based. Those 
theatres already constructed will havi 
to conform to the requirements of the 
ordinance as well 'as those now in th 
course of construction. 
From the general sentiment of the 


Councilmen present it may be stated 
that the requirements will consist prin- 
cipally of numerous exits leading to the 
street, 
steel 
curtain^ 
eight to ten 
pieces of flre hose distributed through- 
out the theatre and two trained fire- 
men to take charge of affairs In case 
of flre^ Other details as to the ar- 
rangement of the steel curtains, flre 
hose, etc. will be embodied in the 
ordinance-. 
Councilman Cuvellier, chairman of 


the special- committee, stated that the 
purpose of the meeting was to iuspect 
the local theatres and protect the pa- 
trons of the place from just such a 
panic nK was witnessed in Chicago. 
."We owe a duty to the public," said 


Cuvellier," to see that there are plenty 
of exits, flre hydrants and proper cur- 
tains in our theatres whether the price 
of admission be ten cents or two dol- 
lars." 
Fire Chief Ball was then called on to 
make suggestions as to ho'w the thea- 
tres should be regulafed. 
He state; 


that at the present time there was no 
ordinance which -met the requirements 
oC the case. He stated that a .specla 
ordinance should be passed making i 
incumbent on each of the theatres 
to haw steel roll curtains, 'wider exits 
proper ventilation, and fewer stairs. 


Councilman Cuvellier—I was visltec

He informed me tha 
while asbestos curtains, while not fir 
proof were flre retarding. They would 
he sakl, pi-event the flames from reach 
ing th-! auditorium for fifteen minute 
or so.
